Amendment to the Zoning and 
Development By-law No. 3 57 5 
(Demolition Control) 



An application has been received from the Director of Planning 
to amend the Zoning and Development By-law No. 3575, regarding 
Demolition Control, as follows: 

"To require any person intending to demolish residential 
rental accommodation to obtain a development permit and 
giving the Director of Planning the power to refuse the 
same unless a development permit exists for redevelop- 
ment on the site and 50% of the required building plans 
are on file. " 

The Director of Legal Services spoke to the application and 
explained the implications for Council's information. 

The application was approved by the Director of Planning. 

The Mayor called for speakers for or against this application 
and no one appeared.
